Course Description: 

Classical Islamic academics combined with modern-day applicability and personal development. 
Prerequisites: Classical Arabic reading comprehension, proper Qur'anic recitation fluency, and demonstrated 
community activism. 

Course Objectives: 

The sole objective is to help people connect to Allah. Students will receive the following: 

1 . Ta'leem. sacred knowledge 

2. Tarbiya. training and personal development 

3. Suhba. good companionship 

Graduates will be prepared to serve their communities as educators, youth directors, assistant imams, and other 
capacities. 

Subject Descriptions: 

PERSONAL DEVELOPMENT (TAZKIYA) 

A week-long study every module and in-class reading from ^ p ^ Sr 1 ^ 

throughout the year. Students will grasp what it means to purify and revive their hearts, be a student of 
knowledge, curb their egos, and build a stronger relationship with Allah. 
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QUR'ANIC STUDIES 

Studies consist of Usui ul Tafseer, 'Ulum ul Qur'an, and Tafseer. Students will understand revelation, the 
authenticity, preservation, and miraculous nature of the Book of Allah, and build a stronger relationship with the 
Qur'an. The detailed breakdown of Tafseer Studies is listed below. Passages are selected due to the practical, 
spiritual, and oft-repeated nature of the ayat. Books are selected due to their different areas of focus within the 
Islamic Sciences. 

PROPHETIC STUDIES 

Studies consist of Usui ul Hadith, Seerah, and Hadith. Students will understand the Sunnah of the Prophet 
Muhammad (S) and how it was preserved, how to practically apply lessons from his life and teachings, and 
develop a greater love for the last Messenger of Allah. 

LEGAL STUDIES 

Studies include Usui ul Fiqh and Fiqh of Taharah and Worship from the Hanafi perspective. Specialists in the 
Hanafi, Maliki, Shafi'i, and Hanbali fiqh schools of thought will present an overview of each of the different 
madhahib. Students will learn what it means to follow a madhhab and how to correctly put into practice the pillars 
of Islam. 

DOCTRINES OF FAITH (AQEEDAH) 

A detailed study of the core tenets of Ahlul Sunnah wal Jamaa'ah supplemented by in-depth research and class 
presentations on the Names and Attributes of Allah throughout the year. Students will understand their creed and 
those of deviant groups and where the line is drawn between correct and incorrect belief. 

CONTEMPORARY ISSUES 

Studies relevant to being a Muslim community leader in America taught via guest instructors and student-led class 
presentations throughout the year. Subjects include the following:

ACTIVITIES & ASSIGNMENTS: 

There are two types of activities and assignments: in-class and out-of-class. 

1 . In-class: Activities consist of individual and group presentations. Students are expected to come prepared 
having thoroughly researched the subject matter in multiple sources in order to deliver a compelling 
presentation to the class. Presentations will be delivered in English and will be presented on the following 
subjects: Hadith, Usui ul Fiqh, Names of Allah, Contemporary Issues, and more. Assignments include 
research submission and daily journal work. 

2. Out-of-class: Activities consist of volunteering trips and program planning and execution. Programs 
include khutbahs, halaqas, lectures, classes, youth/MSA/sisters' events, and seminars. Students will be 
expected to initially observe the Instructor prepare and deliver the above-stated programs, and later the 
students will be given assignments in order to directly participate in the process. 

EXAMINATIONS: 

Exams will take place monthly and will be conceptual, covering all the material of that month. Exams will be hand- 
written in English. Make-up examinations are at the discretion of the Instructor.
